Report of the Superintendent 


To the School Board of New Castle: 


I herewith present my second annual report as Superin- 
tendent of your schools. 

At the annual school meeting of 1931 the school district 
itself voted an increase in salary for the teachers who have 
served it for so many years. Nothing could speak more elo- 
quently of the true spirit of the people of New Castle and of 
their interest in their schools. It is because of this interest 
on the part of the townspeople that the following paragraph 
is inserted in this report. 

It seems a shame to spend money for school buildings, 
teachers and equipment, and allow the results to be dimin- 
ished by health conditions which can easily be remedied. 
Absences in New Castle do not occur except for illness or 
other urgent reasons. A school nurse is now employed in 
most districts of the state. Such a nurse would visit the 
schools at regular intervals, give regular health examinations 
to pupils and advise as to methods of treatment. She is al- 
ways on callin case of emergency. A greater value of the 
nurse’s work is the so-called ‘*follow up” work. The nurse 
is not content with an examination and the giving of advice 
but is always willing, in fact accepts as part of her duty, to 
help with the treatment itself. From her acquaintance with 
various health agencies she is enabled to secure the help of 
different services in asssisting financially or professionally. It 
is her duty to see that all children attend school physically fit 
and mentally alert. When it is realized that a goodly number 
of failures in school are caused by the physical condition of 
the pupils and that each failure costs the town nearly one 
hundred dollars in actual money, it is evident that the addition- 
al cost of a nurse would be more than balanced by a decrease in 
repeating pupils. I recommend the employment of a school 
nurse next year. 

Practically all of our pupils will attend the Portsmouth 
schools later. It becomes, therefore, our task to see that they 
are suitably prepared for this school system. To this end 
the text books of the upper room have been changed to accord 
with those of Portsmouth. The same arithmetic books, the 
same history books, the same readers are studied by New 
Castle pupils and by Portsmouth pupils of the corresponding 
grades. As nearly as two systems can work together the 


738 


schools of these two places are working. I wish here to offer 
my thanks to the Portsmouth school officials for their co-oper- 
ation in this matter. 

On February 15, 1932, a meeting of all primary teachers 
in the Supervisory Union was held at Hampton. © The sub- 
ject considered was reading, admittedly not as strong as other 
subjects in the public school of today, whether in New Hamp- 
shire or California. From this meeting came many valuable 
suggestions, the chief, being that a new method of teaching 
first grade reading be introduced into our schools. This 
method is already in use in four of the towns of this union, 
and is proving highly successful. This method deals with 
larger units from the pupil’s first acquaintance with the sub- 
ject. Sentences and phrases are read before a single word 
is taught. In this way smooth, intelligent and meaning- -full 
reading is developed. . I hopé the parents of next year’s first 
grade pupils will especially. watch the progress of their chil- 
dren in this subject. 

I wish once again to express my appreciation of the help- 
ful co-operation of the School Board. I also desire to sénd a 
message of thanks to the pupils of New Castle for their friend- 
ship toward me on my various errands to the school
